no  delay  after  my  having  been  duly  auihorizcd 
to  Contract  fur  buildings.  I  he.sitntcd  a  good  deal 
before  1  concluded  to  advertise  ;  for  in  this  place, 
merchants  as  well  as  mechanics  arc  accusloined 
to  contract  for  building,  but  I  made  the  terms  so 
strict,  that  1  should  have  been  justified  in  refusing 
proposals,  if  not  sufticicntly  assured  that  so  impor¬ 
tant  a  work  would  be  satisfactorily  executed. 
.Viter,  however,  the  letter  of  .\pril  Mill  last, 
reached  me,  in  which  hberlv  was  granted  to  ex- 
tend  the  former  plan,  if  judged  to  be  to(»  limited, 
I  wasconijielled  to  have  recour.se  to  competent 
workmen  for  a  more  enlarged  plan,  for  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  which,  I  was  myself  incompetent.

rence.  1  have  already  bad  oceasion  to  stale  my 
resolution  on  this  subject  in  answer  to  an  iiiipii- 
ry,  and  am  awaiting  the  result.  It  is  possible,  it 
is  even  probable,  that  several  scholars  will  on 
this  account  be  taken  away,  but  I  would  not  be 
thereby  discouraged.  There  are  six  or  seven 
that  I  could  gladly  part  with,  but  all  the  rest  I 
should  regret  to  lose.  The  parents  of  inanv 
might  think  their  indentures  binding,  and  pcrha|>s 
I  might  prove  them  to  be  so,  if  necessary  ;  tlioiigb 
unba|)pily  I  have  not  that  bold  upon  the  children 
which  the  Institution  at  Mackinac  bus,  and  wbieli 
it  is  most  desirable  to  possess.  Incorporated 
Missionary  Institutions  in  this  territory  have  by 
law  the  right  to  have  children  bound  to  them, 
and  at  Mackinac  there  is  additional  security  in  a 
territorial  law  indicting  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  the  breaking  of  the  connexion  of  the 
children  with  the  school.  With  me  it  is  dilferent ; 

I  have  not  those  advant.ages.  and,  from  other 
causes  which  1  hope  will  not  always  operate,  the 
Mission  is  as  yet  an  insulated  object.  Iiiiluenliiil 
laymen,  truly  interested  in  'its  welfare,  would 
form  the  bond  of  connexion  with  the  mass  of  the 
people,  which  I  should  be  very  happy  to  sec  ex- 
isting.  Could  the  (Jencral  .Missionary  Society 
become  incorporated,  some  difficulties  would  be 
removed,  and  I  trust,  that  I  shall  not  be  regarded 
as  acting  presumptuously  in  recommending  to  the 
Executive  Committee  the  consideration  of  this 
measure. 

While  I  have  succeeded  in  procuring  the  prin¬ 
cipal  jiart  of  the  work  belonging  to  a  new  school- 
bouse,  to  be  contracted  for  at  a  consideraldv  less 
sum  than  I  supposed  probable  on  the  31st  De¬ 
cember  last,  I  have  found  that  rny  estimate  at 
that  time  of  the  cost  of  a  barn,  was  much  too  low. 
After  having  received  authority  to  erect  such  a 
building,  I  proeured  a  plan  for  one,  (which  has 
been  but  slightly  varied  from)  which  I  tlioiigbt 
was  required  by  the  extent  of  this  farm  and  the 
wants  of  the  Mission,  that  is,  40  t'eet  long  hy  30 
feet,  to  have  a  haymow  10  feet  wide,  a  threshing- 
floor  12  feet  wide,  a  stable  18  feet  by  12,  a 
granary  1'2  feet  by  1'2,  and  a  shed  of  30  feet  by 
20  on  one  end,  the  barn  to  be  15  feel  high,  and  to 
have  two  double  doors  on  the  threshing  floor.  I 
received  five  proposals  on  the  original  plan, 
which  was  a  little  different  from  the  foregoing, 
the  lowest  of  which  was  from  Wm.  Dickinson, 
and  to  the  amount  of  9400. 

I  have  had  opportunities  of  giving  to  a  few  Me- 
nominee  adults,  some  religious  instruction.  Tliere 
is  daily  a  visit  to  the  iMission,  of  some  .Menominces, 
to  w  hom  I  feel  obliged  to  show  some  hospitality, 
and  hence  more  provisions  will  be  necessary  than 
are  consumed  by  the  Missionary  family.  I  do 
not  give  them  provisions  to  carry  from  the  house. 

By  these  visits  of  theirs  I  can  principally  do 


they  will  proceed  to  the  new  dining  r  >om  tliriiiio|| 
llHJCentrnl  hall.  It  was  a  matter  of  great  regret, 
though  not  of  miieli  surprise,  that  the  contractors 
coiiUl  not  eng.Tge  to  complete  this  work  the  pres- 
ent  season.  'They  have  agreed  to  perform  all 
that  they  think  they  can  possibly  do  before  the 
first  of  Dereinber  ;  the  rest  will  be  executed  by 
the  first  of  June  next. 

These,  however,  are  but  a  portion  of  the  build¬ 
ings  which  comptise  the  wliolc  plan  which  it 
would  be  desirable  to  have  carried  into  elfecl. 
.\s  there  was  no  possibility  of  executing  il  wholly 
ill  the  course  of  this  year,  1  was  unwilling  to 
make  at  present,  the  contract  more  extensive 
than  has  been  already  described  in  general  :  but 
it  is  my  wish  to  hnvc  the  back  building  of  the 
present  Mission  House,  raised  to  the  beiglit  of 
two  .stories,  and  extended  at  the  same  elevation, 
to  tlie  length  of  eighty  feet;  the  second  floor  to 
be  the  sleejiing  room  for  girls,  and  fifty  feet  ol
